“IRISH GOODS OF ALL TYPES 


HERE is certainly no lack of variety 
in the goods which Irish Free State 
factories are now producing for home con- 
sumption. It is not possible to obtain 
an exact total of the various articles in 
production, but the ee can be safely 
put at between two thousand and three 
thousand. 

Many of the articles now produced wer: 
completely foreign to Irish manufacturers 
a few years back, while the products of 
the older-established industries are being 
produced at an ever increasing rate. Toe 
a large extent. this development is due to 
the unceasing energy of the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, Mr. Sean 


mass. 

The Free State Department of Industr: 
and Commerce has produced a directory c' 
lt is rather a remark 
able piece of work, and. despite the fact 
that it was issued in 1935. does not seem 
to have attracted the notice it deserves. 
A great deal of time and trouble was taken 
inta sEagiatan of the directory, mt 
industry has . progressing so rapidly 
within the past couple of years that a 
new issue of the publication will soon be 
called for. _ zs 

It is too much to ask every person to 
have one of these directories at home and 
to consult it every time they want to pur. 
chase an article. But shopkeepers and 
businessmen should certainly have one at 
hand, in order that they can immediately 
inform: their customers whether or not 
certain goods are made in tha Free State. 

The heavier industries are, to some ex 
tent, centred in the bigger towns, while 
the others have been spread about all over 
the twenty-six counties. Take just a few 
centres in which factories have been se! 
up within recent years :—Cork, Droghed:. 
Dundalk, Stigo, Galway, Limerick, Wex- 
ford, (Waterford, Navan, Mullingar, 
Nenagh, Carrickmacross, Westpo! 
derry, P ington, Slane, Killarney 
spas tf Carrick-on-Suir, Athy, Newbridge. 
Tipperary, Taam, Mallow, Thurles; Ark. 
low, Bray,- Kilkenny, New Ross, Portlaw, 
and Enniscorthy. 


WIDE VARIETY 


And the range of goods: made in the 
factories is as wide as the area over which 
they are spread :—Men’s wear, furniture, 
woollens, boots and shoes, buttons, under- 
clothing, 'hosiery, waterproofs, children’s 
dresses, sports goods, electric light bulbs 
and fittings. fireclay products, plate glass, 
wenn Sy ink, leather goods, face powder, 
ipstick and perfumes; bakelite goods. 
paper, braces and garters, elastic, games 
and toys, aluminium ware, enamel ware. 
stoves and ranges, cotton thread, tinned 
goods, thotor cars and motor car com- 
ponents, pneumatic tyres, copper tubing, 
cartridges, meat meal, oil cake, hats for 
men and women, artificial silk goods, 
tubular furniture, electric batteries, per- 
ambulators, cutlery and razor blades. 

Of course, that is but a very small 
selection*.of the things which are being 
made in the Free State’ to-day, but. it 
would be virtually impossible to.give a 
complete list without the aid of the organi 
sation such as the Department for In 
dustry and Commerce has at its disposal. 

Many women were inclined to “ turn 
up their noses’’ at Irish-made clothes a 
few years ago. Now they can go around 
and feel proud of two things—they are 


| well dressed, and they are supportine home 


industries. There is virtually no item cf 
women’s (or men’s) wear that is not made 
in the country at the present time. 


TEXTILES 


Such things as poplin have come into 
vogue both her and across the Channel 
for evening wear for women. [Irish tweeds 
are more popular than ever for both men 


- 


and women, and the Free State mills are 
offering a pleasing variety of patterns. 
Irish woollen goods have had a splendid 
reputation for a long time. New manu- 
facturers have entered the market, and 
they are helping to uphold that reputa- 
tion as well as provide employment for 
many people. 
Footwear has received a great deal of 
attention—in a climate such as ours every- 
one needs to be well shod—and a number 
of factories are engaged in turning out 
Various classes of boots and shoes. Recent 
estimates show that between 3,000 and 


4,000 workers are engaged in this industry. 


The factories are located in the counties 
of Dublin, Offaly, Carlow, Cork, Meath, 
Louth, Kilkenny, Limerick, Kerry, Tip- 
perary, Monaghan and Waterford. 
Everyone uses sugar in some form or 
another—even if they do not take it in 
their tea—and about 80 per cent. of the 
total amount of sugar required for con- 
sumption in the Free State was produced 
in the country last ycar. The percentage

HOUSING MATERIALS 


The slum-clearance and re-housing 
campaigns have increased the demand for 
huilding materials, and factories are bein: 
huilt for the production of cement. 
Foundries are producing 1ain-water pipes 
and similar goods, and slate quarries are 
working at full production in an effort to 
keep pace with the demands of the 
huilding contractors. 

Turf production has been increased con: 
siderably, and a new departure in the 
marketing of this form of fuel is the 
introduction of the turf briquette. Hand- 
won turf is still supplied in large 
quantities throughout the country, but last 
“ear a Government regulaticn was intro. 
duced ordaining that only machine-made 
turf was to be sent into the Dublin market. 
Naturally. the use of turf met with 
opposition from many housewives at first. 
but this is being overcome, and the native 
fuel is now finding quite a good market. 

At the present time industrial alcohcl 
does not concern the ordinary motor-car 
user, but this year preducticn of this 
spirit will start at distilleries in the 
counties of Monaghan, Louth, Donegal and 
Mayo. An arrangement has been made 
whereby the use of the industrial alcohol 
will, for the time beinn? at any rate, be 
confined to heavy road vehicles. The in- 
dustrv will be useful in providing work in 
the distilleries and in developing the 
market for potatoes. 


WIRE PRODUCTS 


The wire mill, a section of Limerick’s 
big new industry, is now in production. 
The factory, which is controlled by Irish 
Wire Products, Ltd., is being equipped 
also for the manufacture of nails and 
screws, and when in full production wil] 
be able to meet the requirements of the 
Free State in these articles, 

The Irish Wire Products (Ltd.) Com- 
pany wes inaugurated as far back as 
November, 1935, and, although production 
is only now about to start, the delay was 
unavoidable. An idea of the size of the 
industry can be formed from the fact that 
the main shop is over four hundred feet 
long and eighty feet wide. The amount of 
machinery that this accommodates is 
clearly very large, and all the plant used 
for the making of screws and nails, both 
wire and cut, is the most modern obtain- 
able and virtually entirely automatic. 

By adding the wire mill to the main 
shop the company avoids having to import 
and keep in stock numerous gauges cof 
wire, and climinates the danger of failure 
to obtain supplies, thus holding up in 
part at least the industry. 


There will be no female labour em- 
ployed in the wire mill. 

In the limerick Technical Schools 
classés have been held for some months 
past for the training of pupils to look 
after the automatic machines to be used 
in the factory. The company has lent to 
the schools samples of the machines and 
qualified instructors, thus affording to the 
pupils attending the classes excellent 
training in the use of the machines, and, 
incidentally, a special opportunity of 
obtaining employment in the industry. 

In this connection the chairman of the 
company, Mr. J. Plunkett Dillon, 
informed an Irish Times reporter that it 
was pleasing to learn that the standard 
of intelligence and aptitude displayed by 
these pupils had been most gratifying to 
their instructors. 


WHEAT SCHEME 


The wheat scheme which has been 
fostered by the Department of Agriculture 
naturally led to the establishment of a 
number of mills throughout the country, 
and a special article is devoted to flour 
milling in a feature to be published on 
Monday next. 

During Home Products Week every man 
nnd woman in the Free State should ask 
themselves what they are doing to help in 
the fulfilment of the industrial programme. 
The policy of industrial cxpansion is not 
to be regarded as the policy of one parti- 
cular political party—it is the aim of a 
country, and is for the ultimate benefit of 
everyone in tho country. The Free State 
industrial policy goes back thirteen years, 
to 1924. In that year Mr. Cosgrave’s 
Administration began its steady campaign 
of establishing new industries under a 
scheme of moderate protection by tariffs.

Manufacturers of furniture offer a 
wide and varied selection to purchasers ; 
for this industry has always maintained 
a high standard in Ireland, and of re- 
cent years has given us cause for much 
justifiable pride. Until lately modern 
furniture tended to be more an object of 
utility, with no pretentions to beauty, than 
anything else, but now it has become ex- 
tremely preening © the eye in an entirely 
simple way. ables, chairs, wardrobes, 
spring beds, indeed nearly all articles of 
furniture are manufactured by highly 
skilled craftsmen in various parts of the 
country.

BIG CAPTURES CLAIMED

The extent of the Government 
advance, described in a communiqué 
issued at midday yesterday, is as

‘Ou the Guadslajara front 


Goverument troops, supported by 
Áir Force, artillery and tanks, 
launched a new counter-attaek along 
the Guadalajara-Siguenza road, dur- 
ing the course of which the village of 
lrihueque was recaptured. 

' SIX guns, two anti-aircraft guns 
and a large amount of war material 
were taken.” 

‘'nofficial accounts of the operations 
state that the Government troops central 
column carried out an advance of three 
kilometres (nearly two miles), while 
another colamn advanced five kilometres 
(about three miles). 

When the insurgents abandoned 
Trihueque they are declared to have left 
behind a larger amount of war material 
than the Government troops have ever 
captured and to have retreated in dis- 
order, pursued by Government troops two 
kilometres beyond Trihueque. elve 
guns, a complete ambulance, 60 machine- 
guns, and a number of cases of hand- 
grenades and cartridges are reported to 
have been captured. 


POISON GAS REPORT 


General Queipo de Jano, in a broad- 
cast from Seville, denies the capture of 
Trihueque. He also denied reports that 
the insurgents are using poison gas. 

‘“It may be that these reports were 
issued with a view to justifying at a given 
moment the use of gas by the Red.’’ 
General Queipo de Llano added: “I 
declare that if gas 1s used we are ready 
with the same weapon.’”’ 

General Moscardo, who commanded the 
defenders of Toledo’s Alcazar, is now in 
command of insurgent operations in the 
sector and is organising his attack with 
three parallel columns. The left-hand 
column is trying to proceed down the 
Tajuna valley. The centre, which is

HE search for Lady Houston’s 

will, which has been carried on 

day by day since her death on Decem- 

ber 29th, came to an end at the week- 

end, when it became known that a 

will, made in 1930, had been dis- 
covered at her Hampstead home. 

In it she left all her fortune of 
three and a half million pounds to 
Miss Juliana Hoare, aunt of Sir 
Samuel Hoare, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, but, as Miss Hoare died 
nearly a year before Lady Houston, 
the will is invalid. 


PROBABLE BENEFICIARIES 


“Work is now proceeding on the basis 
of there being no other will,’’ a reporter 
was told by one who is associated with the 
winding up of the estate. “ We have 
made a careful search, and we do not 
think there is any possibility of finding 
another now.” The fortune, it was stated, 
will now. go to Lady Houston’s sister, Mrs. 
A. H. Wrey. and Lady Houston’s nephews 
and nieces and their children, about 
fifteen in all. 

‘*In bequeathing her fortune to Miss 
Juliana Hoare, Lady Houston referred to 
Miss Hoare’s charitable work, and wrote: 
‘Knowing full well that she will do the 
best with the money.” Because of Miss 
Hoare’s earlier death that was a lapsed 
legacy.” 


EXTENT OF THE ESTATE 


The search for the will has been made 
at Lady Houston's residences in England 
and Jersey. An intimate friend of Lady 
Houston told a reporter: ‘‘ Lady Houston 
was one of a large family, most of whom 
are dead, but she has a number of nephews 
and nieces, who will be beneficiaries. 7 
“The fortune is nothing like so large 
as it has been stated to be in some reports. 
I notice that the figure of seven millions 
has been mentioned, but actually it is 
about half that amount, Lady Houston 
was extremely generous, and, apart from 
the very large gifts which came to the 
knowledge of the public, she gave away a 
great deal of money privately and anony- | 
mously. 

‘* Miss Juliana Hoare distributed much 
of this money on Lady Houston’s behalf.” 


THE NEAR RELATIVES 


Lady Houston’s other near relatives in- 
clude Mrs. W. Woods, a niece; Lady 
Palmer, a great-niece, who is the wife cf 
Sir Geoffrey Palmer; Mr. Thomas Rad 
mall and Mr. Hugh Catty, nephews. 
Lady Houston died on December 29 last, 
and immediately a search began for her 
will at her residences in England and | 
Jersey. 

Miss Juliana Margaret Hoare was in | 
her ei¢htieth vear when she died on March 
3, 1936. She was chairman of the com- 
mittee which saved Hampstead Heath for 
the public, and was well known for her 
charitable works. A week before her death 
she was created a Ladv of Grace of the 
Order of St. John of Jerusalem. 

It was stated last night by a relative of 
Lady Houston that the invalid will was 
found withir a few days of her death. The 
relative added: ‘‘ T understand that it was 
considered best not to make this known, as 
the search was still continuing intensively 
for a valid will. It was intended to 
announce it as soon as letters of adminis- 
tration had been taken out.

Signor Mussolini’s conciliatory policy 
towards the Arabs remains an important 
feature of his visit to Libya. Yesterday 
he was hailed in the famous mosque of 
Sidi Rafa Kadi at Abollonia as the 
‘ Protector of Islam.”’ 

The Duce entered the mosque and re- 
mained a few moments before the 
sanctuary, to which he presented a new 
lamp. 

In the evening he was present, at a per- 
formance in the Arabic Theatre at Derna. 

On his arrival he was greeted by the 
Arab audience as “the conqueror whose 
appearance binds Moslems to Italy.” . 

To-day Signor Mussolini made a trip 
through the Italian villages scattered 
across the Highlands. In each village the 
Duce presented gifts to the most prolific 
families. , 

Significant disappearances are inter- 
spersed in Signor Mussolini s spectacular 
five-day motor drive along Libya’s new 
coast road. Every now and then he dis- 
appears from the head of the column of 
120 cars which follow him in the eight- 
mile-long procession.

The snowstorm caused great havoc in 
the North, and is described as the worst 
experienced for 56 years. In many dis- 
tricts snow fell to a depth of. over three 
feet, and at one period virtually all the 
roads in the North-Eastern 
became impassable. 

Three large buildings at the Royal 
Ulster Agricultural Society’s Show ground 
at Balmoral, Belfast, capable of housing 
250 head of cattle, were almost completely 
destroyed when the weight of snow caused 
the roofs to collapse. The damage is 
estimated at over £12,000. The Downshire 
and Deramore Halls and portion of the 
Londonderry Hall -are destroyed. 

A special meeting of the Council of the 
Society is to be held to-morrow to consider 
the position, as the three buildings are 
urgently required for the Society’s annual 
Show in May, preparations for which are 
already well advanced. 

Roofs of other buildings in Belfast, in- 
cluding the property of the Belfast 
Harbour Commissioners, collapsed from 
the same cause, and also the roof of the 
freight department of the Northern ‘Ire- 
land Read» Transport - Board in Great, 
George street, while all over Belfast glass 
roofs have suffered ‘severely. 


MILK SUPPLIES SCARCE 


There has been extreme difficulty, in 
maintaining the milk supplies for Belfast. 
Only about a quarter of the normal supply 
arrived from country districts. To counter 
effects of the shortage, the dairying branch 
of the Belfast Co-operative Society, which 
supplies nearly 334 per cent. of the work- 
ing people, obtained 4,000 gallons from 
Ayrshire on Saturday morning, and 
further supplies from Scotland this morn- 
ing. Many cafés and restaurants were un- 
able to supply milk with tea, while there 
or big public demand for condensed 
milk. 

Grocers, bakers, and coal merchants 
found it impossible to make the normal 
deliveries yesterday in the suburban dis- 
tricts. Motor vans became embedded in 
the snow. Fortunately, the Belfast tram 
and omnibus services were maintained 
without interruption, except on one or 
two routes. , 


WORK CREATED 


One thousand extra men were engaged 
to assist the 800 men employed by the 
Belfast Corporation Cleansing Department 
to clear the snow off the streets, and it is 
calculated that on Saturday and to-day 
over 150,000 tons of. snow were dumped 
into the River Lagan. 

Workmen were engaged all day on 
Sunday clearing the main streets, although 
the greater portion of the 390 miles of 
classified roads and back streets in Belfast 
are still blocked with snow. 


MAIL VANS STUCK 


Four mail vans from Belfast which 
became embedded at Anahilt, near Hills- 
borough, were still stuck in the snow on 
Saturday afternoon. One driver was 
released after being thirty-six hours stand- 
Ina by his mail van. 

Telephone wires are down all over 
Belfast and the greater part of the 
province, and 1,000 men are engaged en- 
deavouring to repair the damage. It will 
be several days before the ordinary tele- 
phone service will be restored, and 
thousands of pounds will be required to 
replace telephone wires. 

Many tributes have been paid to the 
employés of the Belfast Tramway Depart- 
ment for the manner in which they kept 
the tramway and ’bus services operating. 
With shovels and brushes they had to

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THE LAND ANNUITIES 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 
Srr,—From recent exchanges in the Dail 
it would seem that the chief buama against 
an offer for settlement of the land annuities 
dispute from th Free State side no longer 
rests on ‘‘ admission of liability,’’ but has 
now been transferred to the theory that to 
ive in would leave us permanently open to 
Remnelel squeeze by England. 

From our económic situation we probably 
‘always shall be vulnerable to financial 
pressure by England, and, while the Govern- 
ment’s present stand may show readiness to 
fight rather than pay a debt they do not 
consider due, it does not render us any less 
liable to such pressure. ' 

The recent statements in the Dail seem to 
show that if the Government could get satis- 
factory guarantees on this point they would 
make a serious effort to settle the dispute. 
Leaving aside the argument that they might 
not consider the British-Government’s guar- 
antee satisfactory, it should not be difficult 
to get one from the British Commonwealth. 
The various Dominions are all anxious to see 
this dispute settled, and would, in all prob- 
ability, be only too willing to guarantee the 
good faith of the British Government in this 
matter. Their guarantee would be a most 
effective one; for no. British Government, no 
matter how extreme its views, would dare to 
bring pressure on a member of the Common- 
wealth guaranteed by his fellow-members. 
It is an advantage to be gained by member- 
ship of the Empire which no other status in 
the world can give.—Yours, et¢;

M. FRANCOIS BRIERE’S 
LECTURE

M. Francois Briére; .Secretary to the 
Légation de France en Irelande, delilghted 
members of the Lemster Society of Organists 
and Choirmasters with a illustrated 
by lantern slides, on the medieval, Cathedrals 
of France, which he delivered at a meeting 
of the Society in the Royai Irish Academy of 
Music, Westland Row, Dublin, last Saturday 
night. 

The Rev. J. Ross, who presided, on behalf 
of the Society, welcomed M. Briere, and said 
that they did so most cordially and respect- 
fully because they were conscious of the 
honour that had been paid to them by -the 
visit of M. Briére that evening. They appre- 
ciated very much his kindness in coming to 
give them a lecture on the medieval 
Cathedrals in France. 


ANONYMOUS WORKS 


In the course of his lecture M. Briére said 
that these cathedrals were quite anonymous 
works of art. Their builders did not leave 
their names: they were humble people who 
worked under the direction of Canons of the 
churches. In France they had: two-kinds of 
architecture as far as the Middle Ages were 
concerned, the Romanesque and the Gothic, 
The Romanesque drt was derived’ from the 
Roman  principlks of architecture, and

which was a colony of Rome. Some of the 
churches, which he mentioned, were not very 
original, because they were decorated with 
capitols which were copied from models in 
Persia, for instance, and countries of. the 
Fast. That fact had been revealed within 
the last twenty years, and it had been proved 
that there could be found similar designs of 
capitols in mosaics in Turkey and Persia in 
pleces of carpets. 

Gothic art in France,.on the contrary, was 
much more original, Gothic cathedrals were 
found more in the north of France, Beautiful 
cathedrals could be found in England, Spain, 
Germany and other countries, but he thought 
that nowhere perhaps had the expression of 
this art been so beautiful as in the most im. 
portant of the French cathedrals, and the 
most interesting period—what he would call 
the classic period—of the art of the Middle 
Ages was the thirteenth century. 

M. Briére showed, amongst other views, 
sculptures and stained glass windows in the 
principal mediwval cathedrals of France, and 
stressed the point that that art of the Middle 
Ages had been inspired by a religious spirit, 
and by the works of the religious philosophers 
of the time. The sculptures and the stainéd 
glass windows in the cathedrals were, he said, 
expressions of the teaching of the preachers. 
A French writer had said that the cathedral 
was the Bible of the poor, and when they 
looked at the collections of sermons of the 
period and the Prayer Book they found that 
the principles contained in them were followed 
faithfully by the artists who illustrated them. 


ORGAN RECITAL 


The lecture was preceded by a short organ 
recital of music of the French masters by Mr. 
F. C. J. Swanton, F.R.C.0O. The selections 
were chosen to show the growth of French 
organ music from the sixteenth century to 
modern times, and comprised Chorale, ‘‘ Veni 
Creator ”’ (Jean Titelouze, 1563-1633); 
Fugue (D’Anglebert, 1628-1691); Agnus Dei 
(Couperin, 16351-1703); Finale, Symphonie 
Gotheque (Widor) ; ‘‘ Cathédrals’’ (Vierne) ; 
Variations on “ Veni Creator”. (Duruflé), 
and Finale, Second Organ Symphonie 
(Dupré). 

On the motion of Mr, W. H. Murray, a 
cordial vote of thanks was passed to M. Briére 
and to Mr. Swanton. 

M. Marcel Dupré wrote: “‘I want you to 
know that my thoughts will be with you to- 
night. I appreciate the homage to be paid to 
the arts of my country, and send my sincere 
regards to the Leinster Society of Organists.”’
